Group I, claims 3-11, drawn to the special technical feature of a therapeutic composition 
comprising at least one peptide having an amino acid sequence selected from SEQ ID 
NO:1-6. 

Group II, claims 12-16, drawn to the special technical feature of a method to induce 
production of neutralizing Tat antibodies that inhibit internalization of Tat into T-cells. 

Group III, claims 22-28, drawn to the special technical feature of a polynucleotide 
sequence encoding at least about 15 to about 21 amino acid residues from the amino 
terminus region of HIV Tat; and an expression vector comprising the polynucleotide. 

Group IV, claim 32, drawn to the special technical feature of a method of expressing a 
Tat amino terminus linear epitope peptide using the polynucleotide sequence encoding 
at least about 15 to about 21 amino acid residues from the amino terminus region of 
HIV Tat. 

Group V, claim 37, drawn to the special technical feature of an antibody immunoreactive 
with a Tat amino terminus linear epitope. 

Group VI, claim 40, drawn to the special technical feature of a method of producing an 
antibody that is immunoreactive with a Tat amino terminus linear epitope peptide. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

As set forth above, each Group requires a technical feature that is not required by any 
of the other groups. Therefore, the Inventions lack the same special technical feature. 

The special technical feature defining the invention is drawn to a therapeutic 
composition comprising one peptide having an amino acid consisting of a sequence 
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selected from SEQ ID NO: 1-6. This special technical feature lacks novelty in the art. 
Goldstein etal. (WO 99/02185 A1) clearly anticipates peptides containing epitopes of 
HIV Tat protein, which are used to induce antibodies reactive with HIV-1 Tat protein. 
See Disclosure on page 11 and SEQ ID NO:54. Thus, the common technical feature 
linking all inventive Groups does not make a contribution over the prior art. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species of carrier proteins are as follows: 

(1 ) Gag or fragments thereof; 

(2) Env or fragments thereof; 

(3) Nef or fragments thereof; 

(4) ovalbumin.
